Captain Charles W. Brown 
was selected as one of seventy 
officers of the USAF to repre- 
sent the U, 8. Air Defense Com. 
mand in the Royal Air Force 
and the United States Air 
Force Exchange Program, 


Capt. Brown, along with his 
family, the former Miss Celia 
English and their two sons, 
Buddy Brown and Tommy 
Brown are to report the latter 
part of July to Patrington RAF 
Base, England Capt. Brown 
and his family will be the on- 
ly Americans stationed at Pa- 
trington RAF Base. Capt. 
Brown is a specialist in Radar 
and will serve in his new as- 
signment as “Sub Watch Com- 
mander,.” They are scheduled 
to be in their new location for 
two years. Patrigton RAF Base 
is located at Hull-York, Eng- 
land about one hundred and 
ninety miles north of London 
on the coast of the North Sea.

The Patrington RAF Base 
will provide control for the new 
British All Weather aircraft, 
the Lightning-P1.

Get Rid of Pesky 
Flies by Use Of 


New Insecticides 


There is no mystery behind 
a successful fly control pro- 
gram, Auburn Extension Ser- 
vice Entomologist Walter 
Grimes explains, “A good con- 
trol program requires a thor- 
ough plan of sanitation coup- 
led with the use of modern in- 
secticides.” 


In general, according to Mr. 
Grimes, there are four kinds of 
flies that cause annoyance— 
the house fly, horn fly, stable 
fly, and horse fly. Learning to 
identify them and using the 
correct treatment can help you 
do a better job of control with 
less cost. But you can’t over- 
look the sanitation angle, adds 
the entomologist. 


Save Time On Rainy 
Week Days With 


‘Automatic Dryer 


Do these rainy days make 
you wish for an automatic dry_ 
er? Auburn Extension Service 
Home Economist Elizabeth 
Bryan says, “These dryers can 
save time and energy by doing 
as good a job as outdoor dry- 
ing. A turn of the controls giv- 
es you all the conditions of a 
good wash day.” 


Operating cost depends on 
the amount of use and the cost 
of utilities. In general, an elec. 
tric dryer will use about 2.7 ki. 
lowatt hours per load while gas 
dryers use about 9 6 cubic feet 
of gas per load. The average 
family drys about 16 loads a 
month. : 


To estimate operating cost, 
check local utilities rates, then 
figure the cost on the b 
your own estimated use, ¢ 
Miss Bryan. 

Just like any other appli- 
ance, a dryer must be used cor 
rectly for best results she adds.

Alabama Outlays 
For Welfare Pass 


$100 Million Mark — 


MONTGOMERY — Alabama's 
public welfare program, includ. 
ing old age pensions and me- 
dical care for the aged, will 
pass the $100 million mark 
next year for the first time in 
state history. 

If the State Legislature ap- 
proves the welfare requests, 
the 1961-62 fiscal year budget 
will total $102 million, It’s $89 
million this year. 

Urges Passage 

“J wish to strongly urge the 
Legislature to appropriate the 
funds necessary to expand our 
programs of public assistance”, 
Gov. Patterson said this week. 
“T am anxious that this ad- 
ministration do everything pos. 
sible to aid the old people of 
this state who are in financial 
need.” 

Pending on the House cal- 
endar isa measure which 
would enable the State LDe- 
partment of Pensions and Se- 
curity to launch a medical care 
program for needy persons who 
are not now drawing old age 
pensions. A medical care pro- 
gram for pensioners was start- 
ed April 1. 

To operate the medical care 
programs and provide across- 
the-board increases in public 
assistance grants, the depart- 
ment has requested an increase 
of $1.1 million from the Gen- 
eral Fund. This would boost the 
General Fund appropriation 
from $7.8 million this year to 
$8.9 million next year. 

Other Sources 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security also gets state 
funds from many other sour-

ernment matches state funds 
at about a three-to-one ratio. 

For the medical care pro- 
gram, the government puts up 
$4 for every $1 in state money. 


In the first two months of 
this new state program, the 
cost has totaled only $162,000. 
As a result, Pensions and Se- 
curity Commissioner Alvin T. 
Prestwood expects to expand 
the program shortly. 

All persons now on the state’s 
old age pension rolls are now 
eligible for up to 10 days of 
hospital care at state expense. 
This may be increased to about 
15 days in the near future. 

Old age pensions in July will 
be increased about $3 a month. 

This is due to an increase in 
the percentage of need met in 
the old age pension program 
from the present 83 per cent 
to 88 per cent. By next month, 
the average pension should be 
in excess of $57 monthly 

Commissioner Prestwood ex- 
pects the hospital program to 
push the average monthly pen. 
sion steadily higher during the 
coming months. 


Eat Move Peanuts 
Patterson Advises 


Montgomery — Alabama's 
peanut industry is sponsoring 
“Peanut Carnival Time” during 
the next two weeks. 

Led by Gov John Patterson, 
peanut producers are urging 
Alabamians to buy and use 
more peanuts and peanut pro- 
ducts. Some 18,000 farm fami- 
lies in the state depend on pea- 
nut production for their liveli- 
hood. 

In kicking off the peanut 
promotion, the governor cailed 
on everyone to eat more pea- 
nut butter, peanuts in the 
shell, salted peanuts, peanut 
candy, peanut butter cracker 
sandwiches, peanut oil and all 
other forms of peanuts. 

Joining Gov. Patterson in his 
eat-more-peanuts plea was H. 
H. Knowles of Headland, presi- 
dent of the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Assn.

Broilers Are Tons 
On Best Buy List 
Of Thrifty Buyers 


AUBURN — Week after week 
broilers seem to be firmly fix- 
ed on most everyone's best buy 
list. And with good reason, too. 

“Broilers cost less and taste 
better than ever before,” notes 
Dorothy Overby, of Auburn 
Extension Service. 

Once the small birds were 
just a by-product of the cee 
industry Now, growing broil- 
ers is a business in itself. As 
the business developed, new 
methods were used to produce 
better birds in less time and on 
less feed, 

Miss Overbey adds, “If you've 
been tempted to try out the 
charcoal broiler, the small 
chickens are tailor-mace for 
that purpose. Split in half or 
in pieces, they are perfect for 
barbecuing, 

“But no matter how you de- 
cide to use them, you wii! find 
that brojlers are a tasty and 
thrifty choice for this month’s 
menus,” adds the Auburn Spe- 
cialist. 


Luck and Work ts 
Ingredients For 
Growing Camellias 


AUBURN — Recently, many 
gardeners have noticed large 
pinkish - green growth on the 
stems of their camellia plants. 
Auburn Extension Service or- 
namental Horticulturist Troy 
Keeble says there is no need 
for worry “These are only 
seed pods growing where the 
blooms were pollinated,’ he 
points out. 

Of the many thousands of 


_camellia seed planted, few 


plants are good enough to be 
considered on the bloon: or 
growth merit. Therefore, the 
reward from growing camellia 
seed is uncertain. 

“Camellia seed usually ripen 
later in the summer. This rip- 
ening can be determined by the 
cracking open of the seed pod 
and the visable brown seed,” 
explains Keeble. 

This seed should be picked 
as soon as the husks begin to 
crack because seed planted 
when they are just beginning 
to mature, germinate and grow 
much quicker than those left 
on the plant and harvested 
from the ground later in the 
season, 

“A sure-fire method of ger- 
minating camellia seed is to 
plant them in damp peat moss 
in large jars or flats. Mix the 
seed thoroughly in the peat 
mixture to get good distribut- 
ion and to keep the seed from 
touching each other,” adds 
Keeble.

Elba to Get New 
2-Story Building 


U.S. Nearly Doubles 
Peanut Butter In 
School Lunch Plan 


DOTHAN — Directors of the 
Alabama Peanut Producers As- 
sociation today hailed an- 
nouncement by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture that 
10,000,000 pounds of peanut 
butter will be furnished to the 
nation’s school lunch program 
beginning next September, The 
amount is nearly double the 
average figure for the past 10 
years 

“This is an action we have 
been seeking for some time,” 
asserted H. H. Knowles, of 
Headland, association presi- 
dent. “We stand to benefit di- 
rectly because 95 per cent of 
this peanut butter is made 
from Alabama - Georgia pea- 
nuts.” 


Bids Asked 

The call for bids for the man 
ufacture of the 10,000,000 ibs. 
of peanut butter, to be deliver- 
ed by September 22, has just 
been made in Washington, Mr. 
Knowles said. Last year schools 
were only furnished 6,000,000 
pounds. The average for the 
past decade has only been over 
5,000,000 pounds of peanut but- 
ter. 

“We have been working with 
the Department of Agriculture 
for some months through our 
promotion program in the hope 
that this increase would be 
made,” he said. “In coovera- 
tion with school food service 
specialists our home econo- 
mists have developed a num- 
ber of recipes which will help 
to give school cooks new ideas 
for use of the peanut butter. 

Step Up Efforts 

“In cooperation with Geor- 
gia peanut producers we hope 
to step up our effort in the fu- 
ture, to provide demonstrations 
and to run a recipe contest for 
school lunch cooks, “Mr. Know 
les said “Peanut butter is one 
of the single most nutritious 
foods that our children can 
eat, and greater consumption 
in the schools will also ercour- 
age better eating habits at 
home.” 

The goal of the Alabama Pea 
nut Producers Association, fi- 
nanced by $1 per ton grower 
contributions at the time the 
crop is marketed, is to increase 
U. S. consumption of peanut 
products, especially peanut 
butter, so that farmers will be 
able to increase acreages and, 
in time, make higher net in- 
comes on the crop. 

Mr. Knowles also announced 
that the “Peanut Carnival’ su- 
permarket promotion which 
Alabama and Georgia growers 
are sponsoring jointly with the 
food stores in, the two states 
and in northern Florida has 
proved so successful that it is 
being extended one week. 

“The promotion period will 
now run through Saturday, 
July 8.” he said. Peanut grow- 
ers have furnished all stores 
with display material and cc- 
ordinated news on the promo- 
tion. Supermarkets and manu- 
facturers of peanut products 
are cooperating with special 
sales and values during the 
“Carnival” days. Banks, new 
papers and civic groups in 
many cases have also joined 
the farmer effort to increase 
consumption of one of Alaba- 
ma’s top cash crops, he said, 
“and we would like to extend 
our thanks to everyone con- 
cerned.”

The building will be two stor 
jes high, of brick construction, 
with a total of 30,000 square 
feet of floor space, to cost a 
total of $75,000. 

A telegram from U_ §S, Sen- 
ators Lister Hill ahd John J. 
Sparkman and Congressman 
George Andrews said the Pub- 
lic Health Service has approv- 
ed a grant of $50,000. The Ala- 
bama Board of Health will add 
$12,500 and Coffee County $12,. 
500. 

The action is the resuit of 
efforts by the Board of County 
Commissioners begun more 
than a year ago. Land was pur- 
chased from Miss Bleanor Lee 
which is now used as a park- 
ing lot. Burmeister and Belle, 
architects, will be in charge of 
construction. 

Probate Judge J. O. English 
said present plans are to have 
the building completed by No- 
vember, this year. Besides of- 
fices for the health depart- 
ment, the building will include 
an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 40 to 60 persons 
and Judge English said it may 
be used by local organizations 
for meetings and luncheons. 


Pasture lrrigation 
Not Always Best 
On Alabama Farms 


Farm engineers have found 
that pasture irrigation doesn’t 
always pay on Alabama farmis. 
Yet, more than half of the ir- 
rigated acres in the state are 
in pasture. 

Auburn Extension Service 
Engineer Lawrence Ennis says 
“High producing dairy cattle 
will, in most cases, pay well for 
irrigation of forage crops. It’s 
beef cattle that often fail to do 
so. But, “he adds, using the 
same system that is on heef 
pastures to water some high 
profit crop like cotton or vege 
tables will go a long way to- 
ward making the equipment 
pay.”

Applications Open * 
For Pine Seedlings 


Montgomery — Applications 
for an estimated 70 million tree 
seedlings trom state nurseries 
to be planted this winter will 
be accepted from July 1 to 
September 1, the Forestry Di- 
vision of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Conservation announ- 
ced today. 

Seedlings cost $4 per thou- 
sand, f.o.b. nursery. The Con- 
servation Department says all 
seedling orders should be ac- 
companied by a check or man- 
ey order for the full amount or 
for at least one-half the total 
cost of the order. “A minimura 
of 500 trees is required to make 
an order,’ Younger said. 

State nursery - grown seed- 
lings for the 1961-62 shipping 
season will be available to 
landowners on a first-come ba- 
sis, according to William C. 
Younger, who is Conservation 
Director.

The ABC Board, at the assistence of Administrator 
Ed Azar, adopted a proposed city ordinance which would 
punish a “teen-age” buyer of alcohol as well as the seller. 
This ordinance was sent to the cities located in Alabama's 
20 “wet” counties and more than 100 municipalities have 
adopted it. There is a move under way to have the Alaha- 
ma legislature write it into state law. 


It looks noble on the surface. Columnist Bob Ingram, 
of The Montgomery Advertiser, regards as one-sided the 
present law which punishes the seller but lets the buyer 
go scott-free. 


Now let’s look beneath the surface. Before a defen- 
dant can be convicted of any crime in an American court, 
evidence must be presented to prove his guilt. This evi- 
dence can be presented only through witnesses. But in 
American courts—and rightfully so—no witness can be 
forced to testify against himself. 


So let’s consider any case in which someone is accus- 
ed of selling alcohol to a high school boy. Not one time in 
a thousand will anyone witness the transaction except the 
buyer and the seller, Under present state law, when that 
boy is found under the influence of alcohol, he can be haul- 
ed into court and compelled to testify who sold it to him 
because he, himself, has broken no law. Under the propos- 
ed Azar law, the boy would naturally refuse to testify be- 
cause it would incriminate him, and there would be no way 
to make him testify. 


The proposed Azar law, already adopted by many ci- 
ties by ordinance, would deny the prosecution the only 
source of evidence it may have to convict a seller of alco- 
hol to a minor. In the most intense efforts to enforce the 
Highteenth Amendment, there was never any serious ef- 
aor made to make the buyer of liquor guilty with the sell- 

If there had been, every prohibition agent in America 
c could have been sent to jail with the bootleggers,

Continue To Draw 


‘Gold From Hills’ 


A little more than two years 
ago, Leland Jones, then the 
new director of the State Plan 
hing and Industrial Deveiop 
ment Board, was quoted as say 
ing that “there’s gold in the 
hills of Alabama and industry 

t that time he commented on 
the rush of new plants into the 
State to take advantage of the 
“gold” in the form of iron ore, 
dolomite, productive labor, wa 
ter, pines and other rescurces 

Now, after two years in of- 
fice, he is even more enthusi- 
astic about the industria! pos- 
Sibilities and industrial pros- 
pects of his native state He 
shows little patience for those 
who adopt a negative attitude 
regarding the continued gcrow- 
th of Alabama’s industrial in- 
vestment. 

Rapid Expansion 

“I believe in the future of 
Alabama,” he says, “During the 
two years that I have directed 
this organization, more than 
$300 million has been invested 
in new plants or expansion of 
existing industries in Alabama. 
For the past sir years, the total 
of new investment is more 
than one billion dollars. Alrea- 
dy, during 1961, we have an- 
nouncements which indicate 
that this year could equal the 
record made in 1960, and every 
day we receive new inquiries 
from interested industrialists 
who want to know about Ala- 
bama sites for plants.” 

Jone’s theory is that this 
trek of industry into the State 
will continue because here in- 
dustry can find what it needs. 
A new plant, now in its second 
year of operation, is extracting 
magnesium from Alabania do- 
lomite at Selma. A leading 
maker of automobiles is cast- 
ing parts for its cars at Shef- 
field. The largest single plant 
of a great aluminum producer 
is in Alabama. The steel mills 
at Birmingham and Gadsden 
are expanding to the tune of 
many millions of dollars, and 
hew sources of iron ore in 


Southeast Alabama may bring | 


another steel mill to that sec- 
tion. A great new cheinical 
plant began construction last 
month in Northeast Alabanta. 
“This plant is additional proof 
that Alabama's financing plans 
are attractive to industry,” 
Jones stated. “This plant was 
financed by the largest bond 
issue of its type ever issued in 
the United States ($25 million) 
when Armour and Company, 
one of the nation's greatest 
firms, was located in Cherokee,

Small Plants Important 

“Just as important are the 
many smaller plants which 
continue to come into Alaba- 
ma,” Jones added, Some of 
these come because of the pro- 
ximity of the raw materials, as 
did a new fibre processing 
plant just located in Foley. 
Some come because they can 
depend on a loyal and rooted 
body of labor, people who live 
in and around small Alabama 
towns where they own their 
homes and intend to stay. 
Many come because of the ad 
vantages of a snow-free and 
ice-free climate, 


“The fact is that these peo- 
ple like Alabama for exactly 
the same reasons that we like 
it,” Jones comments. “They 
discover that living conditions 
are good here, and they like 
the recreation possibilities of- 
fered by the hundreds of lakes 
and streams, the year-round 


golfing, the excellent hunting 
and other attractions of the 


area. They also like the ability 


to get to the job without fight- 
ing the commuting traffic for 


hou.trs." 


Another factor cited by Jones 
is the central position of Ala- 


bama for manufacturing 
plants which wish to serve the 
Southeast market, fast-grow- 
ing market areas in the nation. 
Alabama is strategically situat 
ed to serve the whole South- 
east economically. Its improved 
highway system and its net- 
work of railways make it pos- 
sible to serve this whole region 
with short hauls and low tran- 
sportation costs. 
Water Is Attraction 

The abundant water in Ala- 
bama is another compelling at 
traction for industry, accord- 
ing to Jones Noting that a lit. 
tle more than 30 years ago 
there was not a single paper 
mill in the State, he says that 
the investment of the eight 
large paper mills now in Ala- 
bama is almost one billion dol- 
lars, and paper mill employ-

Continued and even acceler- 
ated growth ts a certainty, 
Jones believes, He points out 
that Alabama Power Conipany 
and TVA, and other electric 
power producers and distribiu- 
tors are expanding facilities to 
add millions of kilowatts to 
present capacity to provide for 
the expected industrial erowth 
of the state. “You don’t build 
new hydroelectric plants  un- 
less you expect to sell the po- 
wer,” he says, 


This year substantial expan- 
sions of broiler processing 
plants in Alabama have alrea- 
dy been announced, Jones re- 
ports. This is another fantastic 
story in industrial development 
in which over a ten-year per- 
iod the broiler industry in Ala_ 
bama developed from a negli- 
gible thing to an industry 
which employs thousands of 
men and women and adds $100 
million to annual farm income. 
A new packing plant just an- 
nounced for Montgomery is a 
sign of the growltig importance 


of the cattle industry in the 


state, New feed plants in many 
areas also point up the rapid 
growth of poultry, cattle and 
hog porduction. The latest of 
these is a new feed mill to be 
built at Troy. 

As more wells are added to 
Alabama's petroleum fields, 
there is additional inducement 
for the petrochemical industry 
to establish plants in the state. 
Already a refinery in Tuscaloo 
sa produces nearly seventy 
products. A chemical plant at 
McIntosh, in Washington coun 
ty, uses more electricity than 
a city the size of Mobile’ or 
Montgomery Other chemical 
plants are looking at Alabama 
now.

Iron Ore Tests Are
